A freak of the New Year's storm 


that has caused considerable com- 
ment by old-timers war. the destruc- 
tion of one of the oldest walnut trees 
in Covina, located on a lot at 26V 
West Dexter street, a residence now 
occupied by Miss Mamie Cook. 


The tree was one of the earliest 


type of walnutF, with a huge spread, 
and because of the softening of the 
Around and its weight, tipped over 
into the street, with its roots prac- 
tically all exposed. 
The tree is 


mourned by many who remember 
it as one of the first trees planted 
in the Covina subdivision. 


Because of the virtually com- 


plete protection in this area 
from canyon flood control dams, 
there was no run-off water in 
the washes and streams in the 
Covina valley, excepting that 
amount which was attributable 
to valley water, which at the 
heigluh of the rainstorm of 
New Year's eve was very con- 
siderable. 


Covina valley suffered consider- 


able damage in spots from soil wash- 
ing, and transportation lines were 
damaged, especially' the Pacific Blec- 
tric line thru Covina, which was 
washed out in several places. All 
transportation ceased on this line 
for several days. 


While individual ranchers in scat- 


tered parts of the valley suffered real 
damage, some of them losing valu- 
able orchard trees, the benefits of 
the great ram far outstrip the dam- 
age, and it can be said that Covina 
valley is one of the favored spots in 
the matter of flood protection.

San Dimas dam held all the can- 


yon water, allowing the valley water 
to get away to the ocean, and al- 
though the San Dimas wash al San 
Bernardino road and its junction in 
Irwindale was impassable at the dip, 
there was little inconvenience ex- 
perienced as compared with past 
floods, and this was due to the prop- 
er functioning, of the San Dimas 
dam, 


The water in the San Dimas wash 


cut out the wooden barriers at the 
junction of the wash with the Covina 
Pacific Electric line on the north end 
of the H. A. Miller ranch, and the 
waier i-ous^d several ranches to th 
southwest. The P. E. tracks were 
washed out for several hundred 
yards, a condition that has always 
occurred at this point in all past 
floods.

Beginning on January first, 


bank deposits up to $2500 for 
the first six months of the year, 
will be insured, and with de- 
posits of greater amounts in- 
sured after July first, it was 
explained this week by J. D.

"Incorporated in the banking legis- 


lation passed by the last congress 
was an act entitled 'Bank Act of 
1933.' One of its provisions created 
the Federal Deposit Insurance cor- 
poration, which corporation is oblig- 
ed to insure certain deposits of all 
banks which are entitled to receive 
the benefits of insurance under the 
provisions of the law," he said. 


"All of the Covina banks, having 


qualified under the terms required, 
began operating under the plan on 
January 1. The cost of the insur- 
ance will quite probably be low, as 
estimated on a percentage basis. The 
depositors will not be under a di- 
rect charge for the protection, but 
the banks will, of course, have to 
increase their revenues to meet the 
additional cost of operation, and part 
of that revenue will no doubt come 
from increased service charges.

nia, when the rainfall was greater for the storms than the one 
experienced over the weekend this week, but the amount of 
water in inches that fell in this last storm was greater than for 
any single storm in the recorded history of the southland.

As it was the wash was just about 


even full at the height of the storm, 
and slopped over in places at inter- 
sections and bridges. This water all 
came from the valley run-off all the 
way from Glendora and Azusa and 
Covina to the lower valley. The 
storm shows that the flood control 
department should get busy imme- 
diately to strengthen and deepen this 
wash to a greater extent than has 
been done in the past.

FOOTHILL TRAGEDY 


I spent one day in company with 


Chief Flood Control Engineer E. C. 
Eaton in the Montrose, La Cres- 
centa and GlenJale area, where most 
of the lives were lost, and where the 
devastation is the most spectacular. 
The sudden rush of water, rock, 
gravel, brush and trees down the 
canyons in that locality was greatly 
emphasized by the fact that the area 
had been burned over just recently, 
and as soon as the rains had satu- 
rated the top surface of the moun- 
tains the dirt and rocks began to 
slip into the canyons. With the un- 
precedented amount of rain falling 
Saturday night arid Sunday and 
New Year's 
eve, the 
enormous 


movement of canyon debris began 
to take place, until it moved, as 
Chief Eaton described it, like lava 
flowing from a volcano. Kocks of 
every size from the millions of tons 
of small rubble to boulders as large 
as a piano moved over and over, 
impelled by the tremendous propul- 
sion of the flood, and these rocks 
smashed houses, the gravel and de- 
bris entered and filled the homes, 
and in many instances, men, women 
and children were trapped inside 
and buried. 


BUILT ON CONES 


The streets in Montrose and La 


Crescenta, on the Foothill boule- 
vard, run down from the mountains, 
and were made with the iden of 
carrying flood water. The towns are 
built on ancient flood cones ,as point- 
ed out by Chief Eaton. One would 
suppose that such a location would 
be safe from floods, as the principal 
settlements are above the present 
courses of die canyon washes. But 
these cones where the towns have 
been built were made by just ex- 
actly the same process in the past 
as that of the floods of the present 
week. In an exceptional rainfall the 
town locations proved to be the most 
dangerous in the county, although 
at a high elevation.

The property-owning taxpayer of 


Los Angeles county, owning proper- 
ty assessed at $3000, had a reduction 
estimated t\t $22.20 on his county tesc 
bill this year, because of the shift 
of sohool <,'osts from the counties to 
the state, according to a s!ud> re- 
cently completed by California Tax- 
payers' association. 


The county schools will receive 


$14,408,490 from the state this year, 
in place of the $15,967,548 levied last 
year by the county, according to L. 
D. Gifforcl, director of research of 
the association. The amount which 
will bo received from the state this 
year as the minimum county re- 
quirement under the former '/AW, 
which, in addition, required that the 
county allow for a 10 per cent, de- 
linquency in collections. If it had 
not been for changes in the method 
of financing schools, the 
county 


would have had to levy this $14,- 
408,49(3 for general county school 
support. On present valuations, and 
allowing 
for 
delinquencies, this 


•would have required a rate of $0.74 
per $'.100 of assessed valuation, in 
addition to the present levy. 


This estimated reduction in local 


tax levies has been widely heralded 
as a "saving," which, strictly speak- 
ing, it isi not. Mr. Gifford pointed out.

WHEN THE SLIP GETS BY 


Fluroscope Shows 


Orange Granulation 


Science has again come to the aid 


of tigriculture, this time with the 
fiuroscope. 
Announcement of the 


news was made this week at the 
state department, of agriculture. 


Without particularly serious intent 


at the time, County Agricultural 
Commissioner D. W. Stubbs of Santa 
Ana suggested that the fluroscope 
might be used to detect oranges that 
had granulated to the extent that 
they failed to conform to California's 
citrus fruit standards. 


With one of his agricultural in- 


spectors, lie went to a shoe s'oro 
where a fluroscope was used in 
studying the alignment of bones in 
the feet of the customers. 


Instead of feet, they substituted 


oranges which had perfect exteriors, 
but which were suspected of granu- 
lation. One of the oranges showed 
up clearly as granulated. The other 
was good. The fluroscope showed the 
condition distinctly. 


S. S. Rogers, chief of the bureau 


of fruit and vegetable standardiza- 
tion, state department of agriculture, 
said that the results growing out of 
the test by Tubbs might prove of 
very great value to agriculture not 
only in California, but elsewhere.

The inquisitorial body has been instrumental 
in initiating several important reforms in 
school construction, and has directed the at- 
tention of the public to the need for constant 
watchfulness in such construction. Out of 
these investigations has come the uniform 
building code ordinance, passed by the board 
of supervisors and by many municipalities 
in the county. 


Registration of every person known to be 


a criminal has been made an ordinance thru 
the insistence of the grand jury, a step that 
has been taken by foreign countries. Gang- 
sters who cannot be apprehended on specific 
charges are required to register with the 
authorities forty-eight hours after their ar- 
rival in this cmmty. 


The grand jury in its annual report speaks 


with gratitude of the support of the news- 
papers, without which much that has been 
accomplished would have been impossible. 
The jury found that for the most part all 
newspapers are working for the best inter- 
ests of the people as a whole. Praise is also 
given to Sheriff Biscailuz, Judge Charles 
Fricke, District Attorney Fitts, County Coun- 
sel Mattoon, Chief Davis, and the members 
of the board of supervisors. 


The grand jury is especially severe in its 


report in connection with the action of many 
attorneys, who have taken refuge behind the 
law which protects the confidences of clients, 
and refused to testify before the jury. This 
relation between attorney and client has been 
greatly abused, with detriment to the public, 
the grand jury declares. Several liniea this 
"covering up1' has been for the purpose of 
benefiting the lawyers, and sometimes merely 
in order to gain a political advantage. 


The grand jury recommends that all parole 


hearings be made public, and that the courts 
where the crimes were originally tried be 
fully informed of the hearings. The abuse of

(except Reno) and all of the state 
of Arizona; and the second area 
(known as area 2) including all 
other marketing areas of contintenal 
United States and Canada. 


In setting up these two marketing 


areas the committee took such ac- 
tion because of the proximity of 
area 1 to the area of production, 
necessitating special treatment. Fruit 
allocated to area 1 cannot be ship- 
ped into area 2 or vice versa. Vio- 
lations of such regulations will sub- 
ject violators to the severe penalties 
of the agricultural adjustment act. 


SHIPPING ALLOTMENTS 


The distribution committee indi-

After January 7, 1934, all oranges

Every shipper and every grower 
who is not affiliated with any ship- 
per must file immediately an official 
estimate of the amount of fruit con- 
trolled by such shipper or grower. 
The prorate basis and allotment of 
each shipper and each grower not 
affiliated with any shipper will be 
based on such official estimate. 


Under the national agreement all 


shippers and unaffiliated 
growers 


must be given like benefits and musl 
assume like burdens. The agreement 
specifically provides that each ship- 
per in so far as practical operations 
permit must divide its allocation 
among the growers whom said ship- 
per serves. Central marketing or- 
ganizations can apply for and re- 
ceive the allotments of their affiliat- 
ed members, but must apportion 
such allotments equitably among 
their members.

We have 
been so busy developing our own 
hinterland that young Americans 
have not yet formed the habit of 
looking beyond our own borders for 
opportunities.

These figures indicate the flood 


years of the past fifty-four years, 
and show that intervening years 
were comparatively dry years with 
little rainfall and little run-off. The 
canyon flow is not exactly a criter- 
ion of valley floods, as it sometimes 
happens that mountain storms swell 
the canyon flow with comparatively 
little rainfall in the valleys at that 
tune, but the years indicated above 
are the ones when the valleys were 
flooded and heavy damage experi- 
enced. The flood in 1914 is esti- 
mated to have caused a damage of 
twenty million dollars in Los An- 
geles county, with more than two 
hundred county and rail bridges 
ruined, and many thousands 'of acres 
of farm and orchard lands badly 
damaged. 


The storm of the opening of the 


year of 1934 brought a damage that 
is negligible in comparison with 
these storms of past years, but it 
brought a heavy loss of human life, 
which is something that did not ac- 
company, to any large extent, the 
storms of past years.

When the one first to play leads 


the fourth highest of a suit, if you 
will subtract the denomination of 
the card led from the number of 
eleven, the remainder is the total 
number of cards higher than the 
card led that are held by the other 
three players in that particular suit. 
For instance, south leads the six of 
spades, his fourth best of that suit. 
Six from eleven leaves five, therefore 
there are five spades higher than the 
six spot held by west, north and east. 
If you were south's partner, having 
applied this rule, you would know 
exactly what card to play, for you 
see the cards higher than the six 
spot in the dummy and in your own 
hand, so you know what east, the 
declarer, holds. 


In leading the fourth best, the eight 


is the highest card that should func- 
tion, for when the nine is the fourth 
best, there are automatically three 
honor cards held in the hand and 
the correct lead is one of these. 


The rule of eleven is not an arbi- 


trary convention but is an exact 
mathematical equation. In reality, it 
is the rule of fourteen simplified to 
the rule of eleven. 


If we £ ssign numerals to the honor 


cards the Jack is 11, Queen is 12, 
King is 13, and Ace is 14. The seven, 
the fourth best, is led. Seven from 
fourteen 
leaves seven—the total 


number of outstanding higher cards. 
If you now deduct the three higher 
cards that the leader holds, there 
remains four 
outstanding higher 


cards held by the other three play- 
ers. 


There- is, however, a short-cut to 


this operation: first subtract lead- 
er's three higher cards from four- 
teen, and it gives the constant eleven 
as the unit from which leader's 
fourth best card may be deducted, to 
arrive at once and in one operation 
at the number of higher cards held 
by the other three players. 


Differing with the circumstances, 


this rule when applied may be ad- 
vantageous to the declarer or to the 
adversaries, and when properly used 
it is often possible to spot a single- 
ton lead or to place important high 
cards.

Carbon Monoxide 


With official arrival of winter, 


warning against the "hidden death," 
which in the last four years has 
claimed 100 lives in Los Angeles 
county, was issued by Dr. J. L. 
Porneroy, county health officer. 


" 'Hidden death' is carbon monox- 


ide poisoning," Dr. Pomeroy said. 
"It gives no warning. It is colorless, 
odorless and tasteless. Victims sim- 
ply suddenly feel weak, collapse on 
the floor, and become unconscious, 
unable to suinmon aid. 


"Faulty heating appliances and 


lack of adequate ventilation which 
result in improper combustion, are 
its chief causes." 


Dr. Pomeroy laid down the follow- 


ing rules to checkmate the ravages 
of the "hidden death": 


1. Keep all rooms thoroly and 


properly ventilated. 


2. Never sleep in a room v.'ith the 


gas turned on. 


3. Avoid use of gas or ofher heat- 


ing appliances of inferior grade. 


4. Opci, garage doors when "tun- 


ing up" your motor. 


5. Have all fixtures and appliances 


which burn fuel tested and repaired 
at regular intervals by reliable 
workmen. 


"Obey these rules now," Dr. Pom- 


eroy warned. "Virtually all of the 
fatalities from carbon monoxide poi- 
soning have occurred in the months 
from December to April."
